Engineering students will 
remain unrepresented as they have 
all year while Partial students will 
lose their representation with Jon 
Rebas, the interim appointment, 
declining to file papers for the by- 
election. 

This turn of'events.comes on the 
heels of reported dissention in the 
Executive Council, one of the rea- 
sons Mr. Rebas has reportedly 
considered in his decision to with- 
draw. 


Chief Returning Officer Leo 
McCullough has expressed his dis- 
appointment over the meagre 
response iu- the extensive efforts to 
get evening students involved. The 
Association had used full ‘page 
notices and thousand of hand outs" 
in an attempt to build interest. 
Initial response according to the 
President, Richard Firth, was 
“heartening and a good sign that 
we'll get some solid contestation 
with evening students getting a 
chance to make a choice”. 


His reaction to the dismal reality 
of more acclamation and empty 
seats was one of concern “for the 
future of an Association that can’t 
seem to attract interested people to 
work for the improvement of the 
evening student's lot in the uni- 
versity”. 


Elections for the position of Arts 
Representative. should both con- 
testants be approved, will be held 
during the week of November 
22nd to 29th. Times and locations 
of polling booths will be published 
in the next edition of The Paper.

Loans and grants arrive 


Just about this time is when the 
financial squeeze begins to be felt 
by the monetarily troubled student. 

In a rare display of a degree of 
competency, the Quebec Govern- 
ment has processed the loan and 
bursary applications quicker than 
last year. 

As a result. those students who 
submitted their applications in 
June can now already begin pick- 
ing up their loans and bursaries. 

Dave Ramsay. Financial Aid Of- 
ficer, stated that as of the begin- 
ning of this month more than 600 
loans had arrived. This compares 
to only 200 at the same date last 
year. 

The only black mark on this 
_ year’s flow of financial aid seems 
to be some stinginess on the part of 





the Government where students 
have claimed to need a certain 
amount, the Government has made 
occasional undercuts and granted 
considerably less than applied for. 

Certain options in this case 
remain open to the students. Ap- 
peals can be made to the Financial 
Aid Department of the Dean of 
Students Office. In the appeals. a 
definite need must be established 
by the student. This*need should 
ideally stem from circumstances 
beyond the control of the student 
and his parents, and the grant 
should be vital to the furthering of 
the student's education.

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U.S. draft legality challenged 


The Harvard Crimson. A suit filed 
Tuesday in U.S. District Court in 
Los Angeles, California, says that a 
loophole contained in the new 
Selective Service Act prevents the 
drafting of any men until Decem- 
ber 28th. 

The suit maintains that all in- 
duction orders are illegal because 
of a section in the Act which re- 
quires a 90-day moratorium on in- 
ductions following the President’s 
signing of the bill. 

President Nixon signed the law 
September 28th. According to the 
suit, therefore, inductions cannot 
legally begin until December 28th. 

Attorney Don R. Bay filed the 
suit on behalf of his client, Karl S. 
Bohn III, who has been ordered to 
report for induction November 
15th. 

If Bohn’s claim is upheld, the 
decision could have wide implica- 
tions. “In terms of precedent”, Bay 
said, “it will throw the whole Sys- 
tem into disarray. If we prevail in 
this, it’s just going to crank the 
whole Selective Service System to 
a halt until after December 28th”. 

The 90-day moratorium provi- 
sion was part of the 1948 Selective 
Service Act, and was designed to 
allow time for volunteers to enlist 
in the armed forces and thereby 
possibly eliminate the need for 
conscription. 

The original passage in the 1948 
law required the armed forces to 
“initiate and carry on an in- 
tensified voluntary enlistment 
campaign in an effort to obtain the 
required personnel strength” 
during the 90-day period. 

The 90-day moratorium require- 
ment has been contained in every 
successive version of the 1948 law, 
but is generally thought to have ap- 
plied only to the first 90-day period

after the signing of the 1948 law. 
Lt. Colonel Albert J. Alexander, 
manager of Operations Division 
for the Southern California Selec- 
tive Service Headquarters, said it 
was ‘our understanding that the 90 
days expired years ago." He added 
that if Bohn’s suit is upheld, “it 
could be a little complicated. We're 
inducting all over the country”. 
Alexander said it was possible 
that all current induction orders 
might be cancelled and all men 







> 
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inducted during the moratorium 
period “kicked out” if the court de- 
cides in Bohn’s favor. 

Alan Peryam, Assistant U.S. At- 
torney in Los Angeles who will 
probably try the case, declined to 
comment yesterday on substantive 
aspects of Bohn’s position until he 
has a chance to do some more in- 
vestigating. He did say, however, 
that he thought Bohn was probably 
just stalling for time. 

But according to Bay, Bohn has

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more to gain by winning than just 
a temporary delay in induction. 
Bay said he hopes that invalidating 
the induction order will allow 
Bohn to appeal his 1-A classifica- 
tion, a step which can't be taken as 
long as the order is pending. 

Bohn originally filed for a 111-S 
(hardship) deferment, which his 
draft board denied without any ex- 
planation. He claims to be the sole 
means of support for his unem- 
ployed wife and infant daughter.

Bay said he thinks he has a good 
chance of winning. ‘““We feel that 
we're on solid ground in the law”, 
he said. “We're not given to filing 
frivolous actions.” 

Scott Tepper, a Harvard Law 
School graduate and a law clerk in 
Bay's office, said the case will be 
appealed if Bohn loses. He ex- 
pressed confidence that a stay of 
induction could be obtained from 
Justice William O. Douglas, if 
other appeals fail.

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~ About those 
financial statements 


The Evening Students’ Associa- 
tion should be publishing financial 
statements each and every month 
according to the terms of its still 
suspended financial bylaws. The 
responsibility to undertake 
publication is established by virtue 
of the current agreement the 
Association has with The Paper. 

Yet no statements have been 
forthcoming despite the services of 
a $100 per month accountant and 
the availability of publication 
space. One can only observe that 
the senior executive of the Execu- 
tive Council are being negligent in 
their duty to provide up to date 
financial information to the even- 
ing student body. 

Since there is no Vice-President 
Finance with the President and In- 
lernal V.P. assuming practical con- 


trol of financial affairs and the ac- 
countant reports to the President, it 
is reasonable to suggest that it is 
the responsibility of the President 
to ensure publication on a regular 
basis. The failure to do this 
suggests that 1) The ESA is at- 
tempting to hide something, or that 
2) The incompetence. so liberally 
ascribed to many members of 
Council extends into the Presi- 
dent's office. or 3) The ESA simply 
doesn't think it has to provide up to 
date information on spendings to 
its constituents who pay the shot. 

With the rumours of trusteeship 
making the rounds it is foolhardy 
from a political point of view and 
irresponsible from a pragmatic 
perspective. not to undertake the 
simple task of publishing financial 
statements. 
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Richard Firth is usually a rea- 
sonable person and one who is 
politically aware and_ con- 
scientious-in handling financial 
details of the ESA. It is incumbent 
on him that he ensure that the 
Association does everything within 
its power to provide communica- 
tion to the evening student on its 
financial operation. 

Surely the expense of one hun- 
dred dollars for public relations of 
the Association on Radio Sir 
George should not be negated by a 
failure to use space in The Paper 
provided for the express purpose 
of publishing financial statements. 
This omission is wholly in- 
consistent with Mr. Firth’s desire 
to achieve new levels in Executive 
Council responsibility and ac- 
countability. 





Armistice Day: 
fifty-three 


Fifty-three years ago come 
November 11th, a war, curiously 
called “Great” for all the wrong 
reasons, ended and those that were 
left after four years of carnage 
celebrated their good fortune if 
they weren't the victims. One 
suspects that the losers were some- 
how winners too, having been able 
to survive a war in which they, the 
common men, as they so often 
have been ceased being cannon 
fodder for an irresponsible aristo- 
cracy. 

Today. most of us in universities 
as students. have been spared the 
violence of war. We've been able to 

_ dismiss the dying and the human 
shame with a flick of a TV switch 
after the national news. Yet. we 
hate war and we are repelled by 
the wanton destruction of human 
lives and property for reasons that 
don’t make sense anymore. 

We still. some of us. believe in 
dying for a cause of justice, liberty 
-and freedom just the way our 
fathers. and those before them, did. 
Only we have new definitions of 


these abstract values that some say 
are idealistic but which we believe 
are a realistic essential to our 
existence as intelligent human 
beings. 

War in all its forms abhorred 
by most reasonable people. But we 
don't want to be subjugated and 
oppressed by foreign or domestic 
tyrants. The answer many of us 
believe is not to build stockpiles of 
overkill but to learn to love our 
fellow human beings with a 
compassion and interest in their 
well-being that destroys the hasis 
of violence in every society. 

However. while we can easily 
remain aloof from the sentiments 
of those who remember those, 


‘wars, we must, everyone of us, 


reach out to those men and women 
who will not be present, except in 
sad memory, on November 11th at 
eleven o'clock.

Worrell firing: 
more mud slinging 


Professor Edward McCullough’s recent decision to “withdraw” from 
the Committee for the Support of Due-Process in the Worrell case 
coupled with Professor Perry's letter in which he claims that the “open 
letter” to the Minister of Education, which included his name, was un- 
dertaken without his knowledge effectively destroys any credibility that 
the internal protest against Henry Worrell's dismissal had attained. 

The original committee was set up with Professor McCullough as 
Chairman, the apparent support of thirty-one faculty and former ad- 
ministrators and a misleading “show” of support by the Association of 
Alumni. The net result is that, to the extent that Mr. Worrell’s case has 
any validity, he has been done a severe disservice by a small group of 
people who apparently saw the whole issue as one of racism and pre- 
judice. 

These are terms that they themselves used in trying to ensure “due pro- 
cess”. Now one of the main instigators and a person who found his name 
attached to unknown documents, apparently without his permission, 
has publicly backtracked and established that insofar as they were con- 
cerned, “racism” as the reason for Mr. Worrell’s dismissal is a wholly 
unjustified charge, or that it was never considered in the first place. 
About face! Backward march! 

The whole issue and method of protest was. to borrow Mr. 
McCullough’s terminology. quoted in the Georgian, “pure unadulterated 
bull” and “horseshit”. Here we have a committee of six professors con- 
cerned about “due process” who don't think Mr. Worrell is getting a fair 
shake. On what did they base their decision to form committees. openly 
charge racism. prejudice and bias and send off open letters to government 
officials? 

If. Professor Perry's letter is any indication, it was “faculty gossip” of 
“ostensible real reasons for dismissal . . . . attributed to administrative 
sources’. Gossip? Attributed? One wonders how supposedly educated 
people with doctorates, which usually suggest to the unwary that some of 
the basic concepts of research and analysis have been developed, can 
casually become Don Quixotes. Better still, that they were quite willing to 
drag the University’s name through the mud for reasons and charges that 
have, it would seem now, no substance. 

One of the ways that these “faculty” could have acquired knowledge of 
just what the considerations were in the University’s decision to redeploy 
and eventually to fire Henry Worrell was to check with their faculty 
representative, selected by SGWAUT, who sat on the Board of Governors 
and the Personnel Committee. 

As a matter of tangental interest, why didn't these “representatives” 
either through foresight or when things started to errupt. take the initia- 
tive and confer with the crusaders and give them the benefit of their 
“committee work”? 

What really destroyed the credibility of that committee, and I think the 
people who perpetrated what borders on fraud, was the wholesale 
misleading of the public with claims of support by individuals who had 
long since withdrawn their backing. Of course that includes the illegal 
use of other peoples’ names on documents such as appears to be the case 
with Dr. Perry. 

Out of the thirty-one who signed the original petition, several including | 
the late Dr. Henry Hall and former Principal Douglas Burns Clarke, ad- 
vised both the Principal, Dr. John O’Brien. and the protest ringleaders of 
their withdrawal of support. 

The Association of Alumni was manhandled by twenty-two people 
who have done little more for that group than show up at a General Meet- 
ing and use their majority in meeting to force policy of a distinct voting 
minority on the majority of members not present. Such is “democracy”. 

Now Mr. Worrell is faced with the demoralizing disintegration of the 
only active protest group. A group that supposedly included rational. 
analytical men who should have an impeccable record of research and 
fact-finding ability, but somehow lost all sight of the affair to the point 
where they are, one by one, being forced to rethink their attitude and deny 
the substance of earlier claims. The University, of course, has its public 
image tarnished once more. 

If any of these professors are still concerned about getting a better deal. 
they should encourage him to exercise his rights in a court of law. They 
should also herp away at what was indeed, as Professor Perry puts it, the 
“shabby fashion” in which Mr. Worrell was dismissed, There were. if 
they wish to research. specific considerations of “incompetence” in the 
decision of Mr. Worrell’s firing. 

At least one of the items of alleged incompetence would establish the 
shabbiness of the handling of the entire affair because of the historical 
facts which contradict the administration's current claims.

My own view is that the policy 
of the administration reflects no 
animus against the black race in 
particular, but rather against the 
human race in general. My con- 
cern was not about a single indivi- 
dual, but about Sir George 
Williams University and its tradi- 
tion of fair play and interest in 
people. 

I am no longer concerned about 
this, because I no longer care what 
happens to the institution which 
has usurped the name “Sir George 
Williams”. The Sir George 
Williams with which I was once so

I was concerned by the method of 
dismissal — the fact that Mr. 
Worrell had been dismissed with- 
out charges being formally laid 
while ostensible “real reasons” for 
dismissal (that he was incompe- 
tent) were circulated via faculty 
gossip and were attributed to ad- 
ministration sources. Further, | 
was concerned that no method of 
internal appeal was available to 
Mr. Worrell. At no time have I ever 
considered that the university's 
treatment of Mr. Worrell was 
motivated by racism. 
Unfortunately, I still have not 

seen the letter that was sent to the 
Minister — it was sent without my 
knowledge and, in accusing the 
university of racism towards Mr. 
Worrell, it conveys a viewpoint | 
do not hold. Nevertheless, | still be- 
lieve that it will try to correct this 
impression.

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Professor Raschhofer

Under the auspices of the Poli- 
tical Science Society and the Even- 
ing Students’ Association, Pro- 
fessor Hermann Raschhofer re- 
cently spoke on some historical 
parallels between the Austro- 
Hungarian Empire and con- 
temporary Canada. Dr. Raschhofer 
is the director of the Nansen Insti- 
tute for Minority Rights & Self- 
Determination at the University of 
Wuerzburg, West-Germany. He 
spent some time in Montreal in or- 
der to acquaint himself with some 
of the issues faced by Quebec 
society. 

In the context of his address, 
Raschhofer described the Austro- 
Hungarian Monarchy, whose 
existence was terminated in 1918, 
as an empire of some 56 million 
inhabitants comprising the most 
diverse assembly of nationality, 
ethnic and language groupings that 
ever existed. Under the dominion 
of the House of Habsburg, this 
monarchy represented a personal 
union between the kingdom of 
Hungary and the union of 
Austrian crown lands. The em- 
peror of Austria thus served also 
as king of Hungary as well as 
monarch of Bohemia and Moravia 
(now Czeck), what is now South- 
ern Poland and the Western 
Ukraine, Transsylvania (home of 


Count Dracula, now part of 
Rumania), Croatia and Slovenia 
(now part of Yugoslavia), also 
Trieste and surrounding areas. 
Tyrol was an integral part of 
Austria, of course and had to be 
ceded to Italy after the dis- 
astrous outcome of World War I 
for the three allied monarchies, 
namely those of Germany, Austria 
and Turkey (Ottoman Empire). 


Hungary developed itself as a 
multi-national state (thus, Slovakia 
was subject to Hungarian rule) in 
which the Magyars retained poli- 
tical supremacy over all the other 
groupings. Article 19 of the Con- 
stitution of December 1867 repre- 
sented a great legal-political 
achievement in that it granted con- 
stitutional guarantees of equal 
rights to all ethnic and nationality 
groups within the Empire, assured 
them positively of the rights of 
cultural autonomous development, 
especially of language. More par- 
ticularly, none of the ethnic or 


language of another group. These 


ethnic groups included Germans, 
Poles, Ukrainians, Czechs, Slo- 
vaks, Slovenians, Croats, Serbs, 
Italians, Roumanians, Hungarians, 
Slavonians and of course millions 
of folkish-Jews who employed the 
Middle High German language 


commonly referred to as “Yid- 
dish”. 

The free, national and cultural 
existence of all of these tribes was 
clearly assured, because lingual 
pluralism remained anchored in 
the Constitution. The eventual 
demise and dissolution of the 
Austro-Hungarian Monarchy, the 
speaker emphasized, did not occur 
on account of conflict respecting 
the multi-national character of the 
Empire, but was the result of op- 
posing political views on foreign 
policy as among the various ethnic 
bodies. 


Is it not a tragic ignorance of the 
history of multi-language states 
like the Austro-Hungarian Empire, 
that appears to prevent a reason- 
able and peaceful united Canada 
from realizing its full poten- 
tialities? 


One wonders why it was 
possible for the Austro-Hungarian 
Empire to modify and adjust its 
system so as to provide full 
language rights to the countless 
nationality groups within its area 
of responsibility when — from the 
available evidence — we in 
Canada do not even seem to be 
capable of happily living together 
with the English and French 
languages. 





Co-op holds 
first meeting 


The Cooperatist Club of Sir 
George Williams University held 
its first monthly meeting of the 
year on Saturday Oct. 30. The 
meeting consisted mainly of re- 
ports on the status of the club and 
projects on the status of the club 
and projects which are being con- 
sidered. 

The chairman, Don Kaplan, 
opened the meeting by making 
general remarks about the co-op 
and how it’s up to the members to 
see that it runs correctly. He indi- 
cated pleasant surprise about the 
size of the turnout-40 members. 
The meeting was then turned over 
to Mike Roznek. 

Because of the upheaval in the 
Students’ Association, it has been 
necessary to start again from 
scratch in obtaining a budget from 
the trustees. Originally the club 
had a budget of $1440, including 
$200 from the E.S.A. and $1240 
from the S.A.. However, the 
trustees in resetting the S.A.'s 
budget cut the grant to $500. The 
co-op budget is now at $1020 in- 


cluding $320 from commissions 
from the book sale. 


Speaking of the book sale, it was 
quite successful. About 75% of the- 
books were sold and approxi- 
mately $2400 will be returned to 
the students. Another project 
which was successful was the Tai 
Chi demonstration held in the 5th 
floor lounge a couple of weeks ago. 


After these reports the meeting 
got around to considering the 
amendments to the club constitu- 
tion. However, after passing only 
one amendment, it was found the 
meeting was getting bogged down 
on wordage so it was decided to 
put off the changes until the Nov- 
ember meeting when it would be 
the chief item on the agenda. 


The meeting then got around to 
considering the different projects 
that had been proposed. These in- 
cluded, a proposed discotheque 
(big-monthly dancing and beer), a 
food co-op, an artisan co-op, 
theatre arts co-op, laying the base 
for a credit union and a ski-trip co-

op. The formation of a housing co- 
op was also discussed and it was 
felt that it would be better to wait 
for the credit union to get on its feet 
so that the housing co-op would 
have a source of financial backing. 


The members present were then 
asked to indicate which area they 
were interested in and whether 
they would be willing to head them 
up. Except for housing which was 
put off, a minimum of two people 
indicated interest in the remaining 
areas. The General meeting was 
then adjourned after which the 
members split up into the various 
project groups to begin work on 
them. 


“The whole meeting was quite 
successful and much was ac- 
complished but more can be done 
if more members join”. This was 
the concensus of those present at 
this first meeting. For those who 
are interested in participating in 
the co-op they can obtain further 
information from the co-op room 
337-6 of the Hall building.

“People go to the movies to 
forget’’ says William Friedkin, 
boyish, energetic movie director, 
here recently to promote his latest 
film The French Connection. To 
meet him, you would think he was 
a clean-cut, serious thinking uni- 
versity graduate, rather than the 
director of a blood and thunder 
detective thriller guaranteed to 
leave your stomach in knots. He 
believes every picture should be a 
new experience to the movie-goer, 
so he wants to be a good story- 
teller above everything else. He 
says that too many directors are 


only interested in making a _ per- 
sonal statement, but he believes in 
making films consciously for a 
mass audience, not just a select 
group of critics, reviewers or art 
film lovers. Above all, it should be 
entertainment. 


This is not to say that Friedkin 
did not check his facts. On the con- 
trary, The French Connection 
being the real-life story of a nar- 
cotics smuggling racket in New 
York and Marseilles, France. He 
spent a year travelling around with 
the two detectives who were on the

case, taking notes, and becoming 
more interested in their characters 
than the case itself. These two 
detectives play other parts in the 
film, and a group of black guys in 
a bar scene are narcotics agents. 
Real-life newspaper reporters in- 
terview the head of the smuggling 
racket as he arrives by boat from 
France, giving the whole film an 
aura of authenticity.

wants. It is his cameraman’s first 
film and his musical composer's 
first score.

Out of this world 


The most conspicious absence 
from the selection of television 
shows offered by the major net- 
works, both Canadian and Ameri- 
can, this season is a quality science 
fiction series. It appears that with 
the sudden death of the [Immortal 
last season, this type of series died 
also. 

Although technically, quality 
science fiction is one of the most 
difficult types of series to produce 
for television, several past efforts 
have shown that it is not entirely 
impossible. Few viewers perhaps 
realize the potential problems in- 
volved in elaborate sets, costuming 
and make-up. 

Those who read science fiction 
extensively realize that an ad- 
venture story is not simply a 
‘western’ set on a multicoloured 
planet with green or orange ‘bad 
guys’. This was the misconception 
which held back potentially good 
series in the past such as Lost in 
Space and Voyage to the Bottom 
of the Sea. These programmes, in 
an effort to avoid expensive sets, 
ended up instead by inviting a dif- 
ferent monster to visit their “base” 
each week. 

But science fiction doesn’t have 
to include ‘monsters,’ as several 
British made series have shown. In 
the Champions, three ‘‘Super 
People” used their abilities against 
criminals and a few “mad scien- 
tists’’. Basically~-however, this 
series explored these peoples’ 
potential powers with a humorous 
approach. 

More recently seen here in 
Canada was U.F.O., also a British 


made series. This programme 
dealt with the problem of extensive 
sets by using a television studio lot 
and television sets as a “cover” for 
their ‘defense organization’. In 
this programme, the potential 
enemy was never fully exposed, 
and the concept of “their” motiva- 
tion and “their” exact appearance 
was changed as the series 
developed. 

Star Trek was a notable ex- 
ception to the “usual” science fic- 
tion yearn. While this series often 
adventured onto ‘alien’ sets, many 
a good segment was set aborad the 
ship. This series also made full use 
of the “Science Fiction” as a genre 
to satirize and to deliver a strong, if 
subtle, message. 

While this season is lacking in 
science fiction series, in the ‘fan- 
tasy’ catagory there is a surprise 
offering — Rod Sterling's Night 
Gallery, which has been expanded 
to a full series from last year's 
mini series. Fantasy is another 
series type which is often absent 
from television, and this series is 
appreciated.
